It really is a very nice little 
radio indeed - a couple of good, logical, steps up from the G303i - and should be considered by- 
anyone that's looking for something considerably better (and more flexible) than the likes of an 
ICOM R-75 but has a budget for a radio that doesn't exceed the high three figures. I do think it's 
probably the best computer-based HF radio that the hobbyist can buy. (You can buy better but 
then you're probably the NSA or the FCC and don't have to worry too much about money!) Go 
take a look at the WiNRADiO web site (htm://www.winradio.com) and take a look at the 
excellent '303i and the even better '313i! If I wasn't still an unemployed bum I'd be saving my 
pennies right now for the '313i. 

That most excellent dude, William Hvozda, sent me a mail report having heard what was 
probably a KIPM relay this month. He indicates amazement at the complexity and "twistedness" 
of the tale told in that broadcast. William, do yourself a favor, put pen to paper and drop Alan

and ask him how you might obtain CDs of his shows. Alan produces complex psychodramas that
